APPOINTMENT DEPARTMENT=APPOINTMENT. 
Calcutta, the 28th November 1906. 
RESOLUTION—No. 42494. 


Tue seat in the Bengal Legislative Council of the Hon’ble Mr, Jogesh 
Chandra Chaudhuri, who was nominated as the representative of the Muni- 
cipalities in the Rajshahi Division on the 19th January 1905, will be vacant 
on the 18th January 1907. 7 - = 

2. In paragraph 5 of the Resolution of this Government, No. 1553J., 
dated the 25th March 1893, it was prescribed that Munici alities should be 

uped together, Division by Division, and that Municipalities within each 
Riivisional area should take it in turns to exercise the privilege bestowed upon 
them of recommending a person for nomination to the Council. In the same 
paragraph a sketch was given of the form which the rotation would probably 






assume; but it was mentioned that the Lieutenant-Governor could n n 
himself or his successor as to the exact order in which the privilege would in 
future be exercised. 

3. In paragraph 4 of this Government Resolution No. 1747A.D., dated the 
30th June 1906, it was stated that the formation of the new Province of 
Eastern Bengal and Assam, and the transfer thereto of the Divisions of Davea, 
Rajshahi and Chittagong, necessitated the drawing up of s newroster both with 
regard to the retation of groups of District Boards and groups of Municipalities, 
but that no such new roster should be prescribed until the question of 
reconstituting the Divisions ef Bihar had been finally settled. 

4. Meanwhile, as during the ensving or following sessions important 
legislation affecting the Orissa and Chota Nagpur Divisions is likely to be 
introduced, namely, Bills to amend the Chota Nagpur Landlord and Tenant 
Procedure Act, the Chota Nagpur Kncumbered Estates Act, and the Chota 
Nagpur Rural Police Act and a Bill to regulate the maintenance of Land 
Records in Orissa, and ancther to amend the Puri Lodging House Act, the 
Lieutenant-Governor has decided that the recommendation on the present 
occasion should be made by the Municipalities of the Orissa and Chota Nagpur 
Divisions, ‘The necessary notification will now be published in the Calcutta 
Qazette, specifying the Municipalities in these two Divisions es the groups of 
‘Municipalities on whose recommendation the Lieutenant-Governor will make a 
nomination to the vacant seat, Only those Municipalities, which enjoy a clear 
income from Municipal rseources proper of Rs. 5,000 and over, will exercise the 
right of voting for the selection of a candidate for nomination to the Council. 
The voting power of each Municipality is calculated on the basis of its ordinary 
jncome, according to the following scsle as laid down in paragraph 6 of the ~ 
Resolution of this Government, No, 2307 A., dated the 31st March 1897:—

: Under Rule IV of the Regulations framed by the Governor-General 
in Couneil with the approval of the Secretary of State under section 1 (4) of 
the. Indian Councils Act, 1892, for Bengal, the Lieutenant-Governor now 
desires the Commissioners of the Orissa and Chota Nagpur Divisions at 
once to address the Chairmen of the Municipalities in their own Divisions as 
enumerated in the above list, requesting them to convene a special meeting of 
their Municipalities at which one member of the Municipality should be selected 
to represent them for the purpose of making the recommendation for the seat 
in Council and expressing a desire to receive the names ef any candidates for 
the Council who may offer themselves for ‘recommendation. 

7, he period of three months laid down in Rule VII of the Regulations 
as that within which a recommendation shall be made to the Lieutenant- 
Governor will run from the date on which the Commissioners conccrned 
(whichever is latest) issue their request to the Chairmen of the Municipalities. 

8. All candidates for the Council should be proposed and seconded b 
two members of one of the Municipalities included in the groups; and their 
names, addresses and qualifications with those of their proposers and seconders, 
should be reported to the Commissioner of the Division concerned by the 
Chairman of the Municipality to which the proposer and sevonder in each 
case belong, so as to reach the Commissioner not Jatter than a month before the 
date fixed for the appointment of a representative under Regulation V (¢) 
which dato should at the same time be notified to the Commissioner. It will 
be the business of each Chairman to see that this is done. 

9, Each Commissioner should enter the names of candidates who lave 
been duly proposed and seconded, with those of their proposers and seconders, 
and the other particulars above noted as they reach him, in a list to be kept 
for the purpose; and he should circulate this list to all the Municipalities 
concerned in his own Division, and send it to. the other Commissioner for 
circulation to all the Municipalities concerned in the latter’s Division, so as to 
reach them before the date fixed for the appointment of a representative. 
On the date on which the mecting for the purpose of appointing @ 
representative is held, the list of candidates mentioned above should be 
cireulated to each member present at the meeting. Jt will rest with the 
Manicipalities, if they see fit, to give clear and deanite instructioas to their 
representatives as to the way in which they should vote, that is, as to the 
candigate for whom thoy should vote, declaring the name of the candidate to 
whom all their votes should be given or, if to be given to more than one 
candidate, the order and manner in which such votes shauld be given. 

10. As soon as the representatives have been selected, they will be called 
upon by the Commissioners (who will act in concert in making the necessary 
arrangements) to meet together on an early and convenient date, with special 
reference to the limit imposed by Rule VII of the Regulations, for the purpose 
of electing, by a majority of votes, a person whom they will eae to the 
Lieutenant-Governor to be nominated as a Member of the Council. The 
place of meeting will be in the Bengal Secretariat, Writers’ Buildings, Calcutta. 

11. ‘The electoral representatives present at this meeting shall elect one 
of themselves to be Chairman, and he shall preside aud be responsible for the 
fair and proper conduct of the voting. 

12, The names of all candidates entered on the list mentioned above, 
together with those of their proposers and seconders, shall be read out by the 
Chairman, and the representatives shall then proceed to vote. The person 
elected must obtain a majority of the votes of the representatives present. 
on the occasion of the first vote an absolute majority is not obtained, the name 
of the candidate who obtains the least number of votes shall be withdrawn 
from the election, and another vote shall then be held for the remaimng 
candidates, and’so on, until an absolute majority is obtained. 

13. The Chairman of the meeting shall without delay report to the 
Chicf Secretary to the Government of Bengal the name of the person elected, 
with the number of votes obtained, and any other information which it may 
appear desirable to communicate ; and he shall on behalf of the meeting recom 
mend to the Lieutenant-Governor the nomination to the Council of the person

14, Attention is drawn to the following Rule VI of the Regulations 
which have been framed by the Governor-General in Council with the approval 
of the Secretary of State:— : 

VI.—It shall be a condition in the case of any person to be recommended by a Municipal 
Corporation or group of Municipal Oorporations that he shall fbe a person resident withia 
the Municipality or the district in which it is situated or in some one of the Municipalities 
constituting the group of the districts in which they aro situated, ° 

‘A similar condition shall also apply to persons to be recommended by District Boards, 

Explanation,—A person. is not “resident” within the meaning of this Rule unless he 
has a place of residence in the locality concerned, and such practical connection with that 
locality as qualifies him to represent the inhabitants thereof. 

Tf at any time the question is raised whether a person proposed for election is “ resident” 
within the meaning of this rule, the question shall be referred to, and decided by, the Looal 
Government, whose decision shall be final, 

Under this rule it is not necessary that the person recommended shoul 1 
be a member of any Municipality concerned, but he must be resident within 
the Division from which the recommendation is made. Subject. to this 
condition, the rules declare no limit of qualification, ard it is left to the 
representatives to recommend a person under Kule V (c) according to the 
majority of their votes. : 

15. It is desirable that the subsidiary arrangements now sanctioned shall, 
as far as possible, be given effect to by the Municipalities concerned with the 
minimum amount of official interference, “he Divisional Commissioners and 
the District Magistrates will, of course, afford any assistance which may be 
required, and will do their utmost to facilitate the smooth working of the 
elections; but Government officers are forbidden to take part, directly or 
indirectly, in the election by canvassing, influencing votes, or otherwise inter- 
fering with the free choice of the Municipalities, No indication should be 
given by any official member of any of the Municipalities concerneil as to the 
manner in whivh he himself intends to vote.

BUILDINGS. 

4. No permanent improvement of a costly nature was 
undertaken during the year, but the following additions 
and alterations to existing structures were made :— 

(1) The open air aviary outside the new Sarnomoyi House, 
which was designed to afford greater freedom and comfort 
to the birds, has justified the Committee’s expectation in 
every Way. ‘ 








to the gradually increasing number of Sambur deer in the 
colleotion, the enclosure containing them was enlarged at a 
cost of Rs. 1,029. 

(3) ‘The covered enclosure for the temporary reception of 
aquatic birds was enlarged, advantage being taken of the 
operation to adapt the new portion in such a way as to 
render it suitable for exhibiting various species of King- 
fishers aleo. 

(4) Teak-wood flooring was provided for the remaining 
eight dens of the larger carnivorous animals ata cost of 
Rs. 2,600. 

(5) Further progress towards the completion of the 
boundary wall was made during the year by erecting 
360 ft, of wall on tho uorth of the Garden.

THE PUBLIC. 


6. The attendance of visitors was the greatest yet 
recorded, the turnstile records showing ® total for the year 
of 422,282 persons admitted, a daily average of 1,157, as

children under 4 years of age, and scbool children attended 
by their teachers, wore admitted free, On the day of the 
Fancy Fair about 10,000 people, including complimentary 
ticket-holders, entered the Garden.

Losses, 


Of the losses by death, the following require special 
mention :-— 

One Lioness, one Waterbuck, one Bornean ape, two 
Clouded leopards, one Puma, one Swamp deer, one Brow- 
antlered deer, and one Argus pheasant, which was an old 
inhabitant of the garden. Unfortunately, however, the 
list ie not exhaustive. There were other losses by death, 
during the year, but most of them were due to’ causes for 
which the management of the garden could not be respon- 
sible. 

Provisions. ‘ 

The commissariat of the Garden; as its importance 
required, was carefully looked after. The uew ranges of 
godowns and sheds, with their annexes, largely contributed 
aera iui more efficient management of the department. 





ructural | provements are still necessary, and it is 
hoped that they will be carried out before long. 

A great deal of vigilance is always required to be exer- 
cised in respect to the quality of food eupplied for the 
animals, but to obtain them according to the requisite 
standard is not so easy as may be supposed. Considerable 
difficulty has for some time past been experienced in pro- 
curing wholesome beef and mutton at prices fixed many 
years ago. As, however, the difficulty is of complex origin, 
caused largely by the state of meat-supply in the local 
market, more revision of prices will not remedy the evil. 
In the circumstances, it may be necossary before long to 
consider whether a well-equipped slaughter-house connected 
with the Garden will not be a desirable adjunct to its 
commissariat department. 

The samo difficulty has been experienced with respect to 
the milk-supply of the Garden. Trouble, worry, and failure 
in obtaining pure and fresh milk led the management to 
have recourse to the use of preserved milk, which, however, 
does not meet the requirements in every case. 


GENERAL CONDITION OF THE ANIMALS. 

The results of the few improvements introduced of late 
have been, on the whole, encouraging. With the exception 
of a few suspected cases of anthrax among the bovidw 
there has been no outbreak uf epidemics of any kind, ‘and 
it is hoped that, with the gradual introduction of improved 
hygienic measures, their frequency and virulence will be 
greatly diminished. Of improvements affecting the health 
and comfort of animals, the construction of the open-air 
aviary connected with the Sarnomoyi house for birds has 
Leen the most important. In its large, lofty, and airy cages 
ornamented with green lawn’ and vegetation, birds of 
_various species fly about as if in their wild state—p)easing 
to the visitors to look at, and enjoyable to the birds them- 
selves. From what some of the species have already 
attempted in respect to their domestic economy, it is 
evident that they cannot but be comfortable in their new 
home. 

Most of the older inhabitants of the garden, with a few 
exceptions, maintained excellent health. That improved 
housing bas much to do with the health of the animals 
was abundantly proved by the fact that the condition 
of the smaller carnivorous animals markedly improved on 
their removal jrom the dark and ill-ventilated smaller 
cernivora house to an opep shed, by no means an ideal 
place, except in respect to light and ventilation. 


COLLEOTION OF ANIMALS. 


It is time to consider whether the collection of animals in 
“the Garden cannot be further increased and made more 
representative of the Indian fauna. Southern India remains 
practically unexploited. None of the Semnopetheci from 
that sub-region have ever been exhibited in the Garden. No 
attempt has been made to obtain a specimen of the Slender 
Loris or a Spotted Cat. Such is also the case with respect

to the rich Sub-Himalayan regions, Of 
the Garden has hitherto been satisfied with the ovcasional — 
‘acquisitions of such specimens as casually find their way 
into the Oaloutta market. Of ducks and geese, large 
numbers.are, from time to time, obtained by presentation 
and purchase, but no serious attempts have yet been made to 
exhibit a representative collection of various kinds of smaller 
waders which are eo plentiful in India during the cold 
weather. While the present state of the collection can be 
well maintained as it has hitherto been done by the generosity 
of Government officials and private individuals, who have 
always helped the institution, and by occasional purchases in 
the local market, to expand it in the direction indicated 
above, employment of agencies at selected centres, such 
as, Darjeeling, Mussoorie, Trivandrum and other likely 
places, is absolutely necessary. As enquiries are from time 
to time received from the management of other Zoological 
Gardens in India, such as Lahore, Trivandrum, and Jaipur, 
about animals they wish to acquire, it may be suggested in 
this connection that the formationof an “ Interprovincial 
Committee” with a view to furthering the common object of 
acquiring animals may be formed.

The reports on Inland Bmigration for the yoar ending the 80th of June 1906 sub- 
mitted by the Superintendents of Emigration, Calcutta, the Sonthal 
Pp Hazaribagh, Ranchi, Palamau, Manbhum and Singhbhum and 
Sambalpur. 
Read also— 
The remarks of the Commissioners of the Bhagalpur, Obota Nagpur and Orissa 
Divisions on the reports submitted by the Superintendents of Emigration in 
_ their respective Divisione. 

1. During the year the district of Sambalpur was transferred from the 
Central Provinces to the jurisdiction of this Government, while the port of 
embarkation for emigrants at Goalundo and the landing station at Chandpur 
passed to the control of the Government of Eastern Bengal and Assam. 
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2, The question of the supply of labour for the tea gardens of Assam 
having for some time past per ‘attention and the special enquiries instituted 
having demonstrated that the situation in Assam compared unfavourably with 
that obtaining in other tea-producing tracts of ‘India, both in respect of the 

‘relations between employer and employed, and as regards the system of 
obtaining labour, the Government of India, in a Resolution dated the 20th 
February 1906, decided that the Assam Labour and Emigration Act (VI of 
-1901) should be withdrawn from the Surma valley and the districts of Kamrup 
and Goalpara, but at the same time considered it undesirable that the with- 
drawal of the Act should take offect until the questions connected with emigra- 
tion to the districts of the Upper Assam valley had been examined and sepented 
on by a Committee. The Government of India appointed a Committee known 
as the Assam Labour Enquiry Committee for this purpose, indicating the points 
which required investigation, ‘The Committeo’s report has been received and 
is now under the consideration uf the Government. 

3, Ithad been brought to the notice of the Governmeut that the inland 
steam companies were losing money in carrying emigrants from Cachar and Sylhet 
by reason of the operation of Rule 165 of the rules framed by the Government 
of Bengal under Act VI of 1901, which required that every steamer authorised 
to convey emigrants to the labour districts should carry a medical officer. ‘Ihe 

nestion having been carefully examined by Government in consultation with 
the Government of Eustern Bengal and Assam, the Inspector-General of Civil 

‘Hospitals and the Superintendent of Emigration, Calcutta, it was decided 
to amend the Rule. Provided that certain conditions are complied with, the 

most important being to the effect that the principal river-side dispensaries 

should be subsidised by the steamer — for rendering assistance in case 
of need, the employment of a medical officer on board steamers proceeding to 

Cachar and Sylhet is no longer obligatory when the number of emigrants is 

less than 50. 

4, In the Resolution recorded on last year’s reports a reference was made 
to the practice of taking persons from notified districts to depts situated in 
places outside those areas for despatch as free emigrants. Jt was stated that a 
rule had been framed prescribing that details descriptive of all persons recruited 
under scction 92 should be entered in a register and laying down that no 
emigrant should be despatched from places of accommodation until an officer 
of Government had inspected the register. Complaints were received during 
the year under review that the observance of this rule caused great delays and 
much inconvenience. ‘The question was referred to the Assam Labour Enquiry 
Committee, and will be considered in connection with the Committee’s report. 

. The Inland Labour Transport Fund still continues to be in an unsatis- 
factory condition although the actual deficit was less than in previous years 
owing largely to the transfer of the emi ration establishments at Goalundo 
and Chandpur to the Government of Hastern Bengal and Assam. ‘The 
Government of India in September, 1905, sanctioned the temporary abolition, 
and have recently consented to the permanent abolition, of the post of Travel- 
ling Superintendent of Emigration for Bengal and the Central Provinces. 

6. During the past year 87,115 emigrants of all classes recruited from 
Bengal, Madras and the Central Provinces, embarked at Goalundo and Dhubri 
as against 22,322 in the previous year. Of this number, 4,765 or 12°84 per 
cent, were recruited by licensed contractors under Chapter ‘III of the Act, 10,934 
or 29°46 per cent. by garden sardars working under Chapter 1V of the Act, 
1,089 or 2°80 per cent, by specially employed sardars working under sections 90 
and #1, and 20,377 or 54:90 per cent, under the system of free recruitment 

rmissible under section 92 in all areas except Chota Nagpur and the Sonthal 
argenas. There has been an increase in the number of all classes of 
emigrants, the increase being most marked in the number of emigrants recruited 
under the free system. In Bengal, excluding Chota Nagpur and the Sonthal 

Parganas, which are closed to free recruitment, the number of emigrants 

despatched under section 92 during the year is nearly double what it was in the 

year 1904-05, while the number reeruited under Chapters HJ and IV is consi- 
derably less, the variation being apparently due to the fact that recruiters find 
it easier and more profitable to carry on business under the free system. In the 












newly transferred district of Sambalpar also there has been a falling off in the 
sumbie of emigrants registered under Chapters IIT and IV, the declité being 
attributed to the extraordinary growth of free recruitment in the adjoining 
Native States which offer better inducements us recruiting grounds. In Chota 
Nagpur and the Sonthal Parganas, however, inspite of the number who are ~ 
believed to be taken outside those areas and recruited under the free system 
by a fraud upon the law, to which they themselves may or may not be parties, 
there has been an increase in the number of emigrants recruited under the 
provisions of Chapters III and IV and sections 90 and 91 of the Act. This 
result is attributed to bad crops and the exceptionally high price of food grains. 

7. The muerte under review indicate that abuses in connection with 
recruitment still continue. The number of criminal cases connected with 
emigration during the ten was 181 as compared with 157 in 1905, but it is 
satisfactory to observe that the dno ortion of criminal cases to the number of 
emigrants actually decreased. The hope is, therefore, entertained that the pro- 
portion of emigrants who are induced to go to the labour districts by fraud, 
. deceit or coercion is steadily diminishing. 

8. The practice of taking persons from prohibited areas to the free depdts 
at Asansol, Raniganj, Midnapore and Kharagpur, is referred to in the following 
extracts from the reports received from local officers :__

large sums in order to spoil cases. The Ranshi and Manbhum reports show that in those 
districts active steps were taken to check malpractices as much as possible, and that a number 
of offenders were caught and punished.

17. Reoruitment of coolies by pases other than bre cage sardars, whose certificates 
wore duly oountersigned for this district, and recruiters dul 

See fenieien «hee licensed on applications of the contractors, was oo feoqu 
during the year under report. I am of opinion that there was no inorease in the actual 
amount of illegal reoruitment—it was indeed probably slightly less+but every effort was 
this year put forth to oheck it, and special police officers were deputed to investigate as soon as 
information was received. There were 9 such cases brought to trial in which 16 such recrui- 
ters wore involved, of whom 1 was sentenced to pay a fine of Rs..150, 1 to suffer rigorous 
imprisonment for 9 months, including solitary confinement for two months and to pay a fine 
of Rs. 100, 4 to 6 months’ rigorous imprisonment each including one month’s solitary confine- 
ment in each case, 3 to six months’ rigorous imprisonment each, 4 to three months’ rigorous 
imprisosment each, including one month’s solitary confinement each ; in respect of 2 of them, 
1 was acquitted and 2 awaited their trial at the olose of the year, 1 of whom has since been 
sentenced to three months’ rigorous imprisonment with one month’s solitary confinement. In 
all these cases the coolies were not registered in this district, although they were recruited in 
it, but smuggled and re istered elsewhere, some at Chaibassa, some sold at Asansol and 
some at Calcutta and other places.

11. Thirty-three cases were instituted during the year under report of which 15 were 
EIB SNe under section 164 of the Emigration Aot, 5 under 170, 
ay test A 3 4 under 184, 1 under 167 and 169, 5 under 168, 1 under 

868 and 417 of the Indian Penal Code, and section 164 of Aot VI of 1901, 1 under section 
841 of the Indian Penal Code, and 1 under $41 of the Indian Penal Code and 168 of the 
Emigration Act. Of the cases instituted under section 164 of Act VI of 1901, 6 cases ended 
in the conviction of the accuse] persons. In the remaining 9 cases the accused were either 
acquitted or discharged for want of sufficient evidence, as the witnesses, and, in some oases 
the complainants themselves were gained over. Tho fact that once a cooly, however illegally 
recruited, is traced and restored to his relatives, no one has a. very strong motive for secur- 
ing a conviction, is a standing diffiouley in tho way of bringing even the most flagrant 
pe has a justice. As in aby iy ears, frequent complaints were received regarding the 
enticing away of coolies to the free depéts at Asansol, Pastiganj or Midnapore. Enquiries 
in such cases have nearly always proved abortive, and it is certain that such coolies are 
almost always registered under false names and dcsoriptions, The number of prosecutions 
for fraudulent recruitment rose from 12 to 15 in this district.

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SUMMARY OF THE RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS TAKEN IN BENGAL 
FOR THE MONTH OF NOVEMBER 1906. 


The rainfall of November was confined to the first four days of the month throughout 
the Province, with the exception of a few districts in Bihar, where it was rainless throughout 
the month. It was in excess in the distriots of Midnapore, Howrah, Murshidabad, Jessore 
and Khulna in South-West Bengal, in Bhugalpur and the Sonthal Parganas in Bihar, 
and af defect in all the districts of Orissa and Chota Nagpur, except the district of 
Singhbhum. 

5 5 South-West oa the rginfall was almost normal; while in Bihar and Orissa it was 
in defeet and in Chota Nagpur in excess. 

From the abstract table it will be seen that South-West Bengal received 97 per cent. 
Bihar 89 per cent., Orjssa 26 per cont. and Chota Nagpur 117 per cent. of the normal.

Character of the season—The mouth of April was dry, 
and so ‘was the first portion of May,» Sowings in consequence 
were delayed in the Presidency and Burdwan Divisions, 
where the sowing season commences earlier than in other 
parts of the Province. In June, tho rainfall was again 
generally deficient. In July and August, rain was general, 
but it was not equally distributed. In September, it was 
deficient in most districts, the only exceptions being Nadia, 
Jessore, Gaya, Balasore and Singhbbum where it was in 
slight excess, In Bihar, the crops were seriously damaged 
by floods, Midnapore, Hooghly, Nadia, Murshidabad and 
Jessore also suffered from floods. Insect pests injured the 
crops to some extent in Khulna and the 24-Parganaa. On 
the whole, the season has been unfavourable for the bhadoi 
crops. 


Area sown.—-The total area sown this year with the 
various bhadoi crops of the Province, exclusive of cotton, 
jute, and bhadoi til, for which separate forecasts are pre- 
pared, amounts to 8,869,800 acres against 9,054,800 acres 
of last year, and a normal aroa of 9,731,200 acres, Since the 
publication of the preliminary report, this year’s areas have 
been revised in the 24-Parganas, Murshidabad, Champaran, 
Darbhanga and the Sonthal Parganas.

Outturn.—Only three districts, namely, Gaya, Ranchi and 
Manbhum now returna normal crop. Five districts show 
crops from 90 to 99 per cent. ; three from 80 to 89 per cent. ; 
9 from 70 to 79, and & from 60 to 69 per cent.; Nadia, 
Champaran and Purnea return 51 to 59 - cent. crops, 
while Murshidabad Saran, Muzaffarpur, arbhanga and 
Monghyr return crops under 50 per cent. After the issue 
of the last forecast, prospects have become better in 7 
districts and worse in 14 districts.

ge an average of five yoars ending 1904-1905, the area under winter rice 
in the territory, to which this forecast relates, has represented some 28:1 per 
cent, of the total area under this crop in British India. 


Character of the season —Ilt was mentioned in the pre- 
liminary forecast of the winter rice crop issued in October 
last, that the ante-monsoon showers were generally defective 
throughout the Province, April and the early portion of 
May were dry, and sowings were late in consequence: in 
many districts, In June, the rainfall was below the normal 
almost everywhere. In July and August, the fall was 
general, but very unequally distributed. Considerable damage 
was done by floods in North Bihar, and also in most districts 
of the Presidency Division, In September, the rainfall was 
general, but it was below the normal everywhere except in 
Nadia, Jessore, Gaya, Balasore and Singhbhum, where it was 
slightly in excess. It was most deficient in all the northern 
districts of Bihar. In October again, all ‘the districts of 
Bihar, except the Sonthal Parganas, suffered severely from 
drought. fixes t for a few districts, the rest of the Pro- 
vince had good rain. In November, there was no rain 
in the Patna Division or in Purnea, while a few scattered 
showers fell elsewhere. 


2, Area cultivated.—The area sown this year is reported 
to be 20,033,600 acres, as against 20,605,500 acres of last 
year, and a normal area of 21,301,700 acres. Since the issue 
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of the preliminary forecast, the estimates of this year’s orcas 
have eh revised in the Burdwan, 3t- Pappas: Khulna, 
Darbhanga and Puri districts. Last year's area has also 
been revised by the Collector of Balasore, 


8. Outturn.—Out of the 38 districts inthe Province, three 
districts only, viz., Sambalpur, Ranchi, and Singhbhum returz 
a 100 per cent. or over a 100 per cent. crop. In the 24- 
Parganas and the Sonthal Parganas a 98 per cent. crop is 
expected. Bankura and Palamau return a 95 per cent. crop 
and Howrah a 90 per cent. crop. Seven districts show an 
outturn of between 80 and 89 per cent., and eight districts 
between 70 and 79 per cent. b= Murshidabad, Cuttack and 
Darjeeling, the crops are estimated at 69, 65, and 63 per 
cent., respectively, Jessore, Purnea, and Monghyr show 
crops between 51 per cent, and 58 per cent., while Saran, 
Champaran, Muzaffarpur and Darbhanga, which have suf- 
fered both from floods in July—August, and from drought 

, towards the end of the season, return crops ranging between 
29 and 42 per cent. It is reported from cana that in many 
places the crop has been an absolute failure. Since the 
issue of the preliminary forecast, prospects have, according 
to the returns received, improved in 8 and become worse 
in 19 districts, 


In a few cases, I have revised the figures given in the 
district returns: In Bankura, for instance, where the general 
condition of the crop is said to be good, a normal crop has 
been taken ; looking to the seasonable weather in the Hoogh- 
ly district since the preliminary forecast was \issued, there 
seems no reason to reduce that estimte. I have taken 90 per 
cent. in this case, In the case of Gaya, the Collector himself 
would raise the estimate from 87 to 95 per cent. I agree 
that at least a 95 per cent. crop will be harvested. In 
Purnea, a 9 annas outturn has been taken as suggested b 
the Collector. Coming to the Orissa Division, it is difficult 
to understand the marked differences in the estimates. 
Sambalpur returns a 105 per cent. crop, Cuttack, on the other 
hand, where, as far as rainfall statistics show, conditions 
have not been very dissimilar, shows, only 65 per cent., 
while the Collectors of Puri and Balasore districts, which 
lie on either side of Cuttack, reports the condition of the crop 
to be good... I think the Cuttack figure might be raised to 75 

r cent. In Balasore, where the weather is reported to have 
en favourable, the rainfall sufficient and timely, and the 
general condition of the crop good, an average crop has been 
taken. In Puri also, the description of the weather and the 
condition of the crop seems to justify a 90 per cent. return. 
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In regard to Angul, no reason has been assigned for reducing 
the preliminary forecast figure, which has therefore been 
retained, In all other cases the district estimates have been 
accepted. The percentage of outturn for the whole Province 
in this way comes to 78, against 82 shown in the preliminary 
forecasts. The unseasonable weather that has occurred over 
a great part.of the Province since the returns for the pre- 
liminary. forecast were received fully accounts for this 
decrease. With a 78 per cent. estimate, the total outtura 
of the Province would amount to 172,207,200 cwts. of 
-loaned rice, as compared with 199,831,300 cwts, in 1905.

RESOLUTION—By the Governmont of India, Dept. of Commerce and Industry. 

In July 1995, the Right Hon’ble the Secretary of State for India, acting 
at the instance of certain Flour Millers’ Associations in the United Kingdom, 
asked the Government of India to consider whether any measures could be 
devised, with the co-operation of the commercial community, for the improve- 
ment of the purity of indian whest exported to foreign “countries by sea. 
‘Though this question of the adalteration of Indian wheat ‘had on several 
previous occasions received the care‘ul consideratin of the Government of India, 
it was decided, in view of the rapidly growing importance of the export trade, 
to consult the leading Indian Chambers of Commerce on the subject. 

2, The Government of India were then disposed to think thatthe ‘rigid 
adherence of English buyers to the system of purchase on a fixed basis of refrac- 
tion was to a great extent.responsible for the systematic adulteration —as opposed 
‘to the addition of impurities owing to the system of cultivation and the methods 
of preparation for the market —of wheat before it left India ; and thoy therefore 
sugested that considefable improvement might be, effected if Home dealers 
wore authoritatively informed that there would be no difficulty in’ supplying 
clean wheat on a basis of two per cent, refraction, which would cover the maxi- 
‘mum amount of impurities due to natural causes and would preslude deliberate 
adulteration. ‘The replies received from the Chambers of Commerce were, -how- 
ever, not sufficieutly explicit on this point, and it was necessary againto consult 
them and thé local millers in regard to this matter. It appeared to the 
Government of India that, if the existing system under which the grain is sold 
wus altered, noaction on their part would be necessary, and they;therefore again 
proposed, with the object of sirens ening the position of a certain section of 

Knglish buyers who were known to be in fayour of procuring eleaner wheat, 
to state authoritatively that wheat could be regularly supplied from India 
containing not more than 2 ges cent. of impurities. The point specifically 
referred for opinion Was whether this announcement could safely be made. 

3 ‘Lhe replies received have been considered, and the Government of 
India now feel justified in announcing for general information that, if buyers 
of Indian wheat desire to obtain regular supplies containing not more than 
2 per cent. of impurities (that term covering all foreign matter other than food- 
grains), the mass of Indian shipments can be made on that basis,

The rainfall 
initiated by this depression continued for the first three days of the month, but gradually 
preong i ni, Oe i ead Gute Shape On the 4th Dives re reported a t ew 
Bengal, Orissa ota, Nai e ibruga rain, over 
the rest of the area DO ipitation ocourred daring the remainder of the first week. During 
the seoond week, with the exception of a few showers in Assam, no rain fell over the 
reporting srea In the Bay a low pressure area appeared on the 9th of the month over the 
south-east of the Bay. This subsequently extended, and, becoming better defined, reached its 
on development on the 14th, and was then situsted over the sea area in close proximity to 
land. The weather was consequently somewhat disturbed during this period in the south- 
west of the Bay, but over the remaining area was very little affected. During the third 
week of the month Shillong was the only station that repor'ed rain, and skies were generally 
clear, except for a li'tle cloud in Bihar, Chota Nagpur and the Coast districts. In the south. 
west of the Bay conditiors remained somewhat unsettled. Towards the end of the week, 
however, the pressure distribution became practicality normal, Dvring the last week of the 
month practi al'y no rain fell Light cloud oocurre3 on most days in Orissa, and towards 
the close of the month it extended into Beagal and Assam. In the Bay weather was again 
somewhat disturbed owing to the formation of a low pressure area over the south, giving 
heavy rain on the Coromandel coast and in the Bay Islands, . 


Summary of temperature. —Weather was unusually warm over the whole of the reporting 


area. The highost temperature recorded during the month was 90°6 at Angul and the 
» lowest 47° at Palamau.

CHAPTER I. 


GENERAL REVIEW OF THE YEAR’S WORKING. 


Introductory Remarks. 


1. This chapter attempts to give a bird’s-eye but a complete view of 
the salient features of educational progress in the Province during the year 
1905-1906. If any reader is sufficiently interested in any branch of education 
to wish to learn about it more in detail, I would ask him to. refer to the 
particular chapter which deals with that phase of education which he seeks to 
investigate. ‘This chapter is. intended for the ordinary busy man, who is 
interested in a general way in the progress of education, but has neither the 
pom = the inclination to make a special study of the various problems 
involved. 


Controlling Ageticies. 





2. Educational work has increased so rapidly of recent years without a Direetion. 


SOFRDRAOSING increase to the staff that at the present time we are found to be 
attempting the impossible task of making bricks without straw. To begin 
with, the directing staff is inadequate. The work required to be done by the 
Director and the Assistant Director is considerably more than two nien, even 
working under excessive strain, can accomplish. Proposals are under 
consideration for the appointment of a Deputy Director to take charge of 
technical and na pk asa and I am of opinion that the time is not 
far distant when it will be generally recognised that the Director also requires 
further assistants, possibly a Deputy Director for secondary, and another for 
primary, education.

. A scheme was sanctioned by His Majesty’s Secretary of State during Inepecti 
the year for considerably strengthening the inspecting agency. When funds nd p 


rmit of the scheme being brought into operation, a much needed relief will *“* 
be afforded. There remains however the equally important need of a large 
increase to the professorial staff of the colleges. This is a subject on which 
the Commission recently appointed by the Calcutta University to inspect 
colleges has laid special stress. At present we are so short-handed that it is 
scarcely possible to carry on the administration, and the break-down of a 
single officer causes great dislocation of work. This matter will shortl 
be made the subject of a representation to Government. More female 
inspecting agents also are required. The staff has lately been increased by the 
appointment of three additional Assistant Inspectresses, but more are urgently 
required. The appointment of an additional Inspectress is also under considera- 
tion, I foresee the need, before many years are passed, of an Inspectress for

considerably improved by this measure, which will undoubtedly make for 
greater efficiency. 


The Calcutta University and Collegiate Education. 


fhe now Univer- 5, The ny seria of the new regulations under the Indian Universities’ 
sity fegulations, 4 ot 1904, and the inspection of arts colleges by the Commission referred 
to above were the two most important events of the year. Inasmuch 
as tho University was unable to submit the new regulations to the 
Government of India in a eomplete form before the close of the year, the 
final stages of the work were entrusted to a special committee appointed 
i by that Government. The regulations were approved by the Government 
of India on the 11th August 1906: ‘They will doubtless make greater 
demands upon students than those previously in force. Hence it is, in my 
opinion, essential that the interests of poor scholars should be safe-guarded 
by the provision of an adequate number of scholarships of a sufficient value. 
This subject will be carefully borne in mind. 
Report of the 6. J bave referred above to the Commission eppnted by the Univer- 
Commission. sity to inspect colleges throughout this Province. The report submitted by 
it has brought to light numerous defects in the administration of colleges, 
and in particular has laid stress on the inadequacy of the professorial 
staff and tho insufficiency in many cases of the accommodation and equipment. 
The Commission’s report will be of great value when steps are taken to enforce 
the new eng As regards Government colleges, Government will no 
doubt do all that is required in order to carry out the necessary improve- 
ments; but the private colleges, if left to themselves, would indeed be in bad 
ease, Fortunately the Government of India have foreseen the difficulty and 
are giving annual grants of money for the express purpose of enabling these 
golleges to comply with theregulations, ‘That they will be able to do so ina 
short time is out of the question: progress will necessarily be gradual, 
One of the most pressing of all needs is the provision of hostels or messes 
under proper supervision for students who do not reside with their parents 
or other legal guardians. The Local Government has done its best to assist 
the University in this respect by inaugurating a system of college messes 
under epee ; but the work is only in the initial stage and the co-operation 
; of the University is required in order to bring the scheme to a satisfactory 
issue. 
Rapa 7. The Presidency College, which is considerably the largest, and, 
: according to the Commission referred to in the last paragraph, in certain 
respects by far the best equipped college in Calcutta, is seriously overcrowded ; 
and in the opinion of the Commission either the numbers must be reduced 
, or the college must be enlarged or rebuilt on a more open site. The 
scientific departments of this college suffer in particular owing to the 
: want of space, while the department of chemistry is also reported to suffer 
pe from the dust and dirt of the neighbourhood. It is further reported that 
. important groups of magnetic and electrical measurements cannot be made 
within an area surrounded by electric trams, and that therefore the use of such 
instruments cannot be taught to students. Proposals are now under considera- 
tion either for largely extending the college on its present site or removing 
it to another site in the neighbourhood of Calcutta. This is a question in 
which the public is interested and in regard to which it will, no doubt, be 
fully consulted. 

8. The results of the last Entrance Examination were very disappoint- 
ng, the percentage of success being only 264. The subject is now under 
the consideration of a special committee appointed by the Senate. Proba 
no great improvement in respect of the teaching given in High scho 
can be effected until the training colleges referred to in the chapter on 
Training Colleges and Schools aro established. There has been bat little 
Variation as regards expenditure, Of the total expenditure amounting to | 
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Re. 7,65,695, Bs. 2,77,480 were derived from public, and Rs. 4,88,215 from 
private, funds, The cost per annum of educating a student is rising consider- 
pa ey ae 110 only two years ago ; while in the year under review it 
was.

Secondary Education for Indian Boys. 


9. The number of secondary schools declined by 8, while that of pupils statisties. 

attending them increased by 2,422. The decline in the number of schools 
chiefly concerns Middle Vernacular Schools, and is mainly to be ascribed to 
the smaller value which attaches year by year to a purely vernacular education, 
In et gone y a Middle Vernacular qualified a student for admission 
to Medical and Survey Schools and to the Mukhtiyarship examination. This 
is no longer the case. The steady decline in the popularity of these schools 
must, in my opinion, culminate in their abolition as a separate class of 
schools. They more naturally fall under the head of primary schools, and they 
are so classified in the Bombay Presidency. 


10. As indicated later in this chapter, the revision of the vernacular Subjects and 
scheme of education is in progress. ‘The courses are at present too advanced petids + 
and too diversified and the text-books are not written in language commonly : 
used by the people, but in an unfamiliar literary style. The teaching of 
English in secondary schools also requires amendment. The result at present 
is thata great number of boys leave High Schools with an inadequate 
knowledge of that language, and that when they go to college they cannot 
understand their lecturers. The question will shortly come under 
review. Lastly, the training colleges for teachers in High and other secondar 
schools, which ‘will shortly be opened, should work a revolution in the methods 
of teaching in secondary schools. 


11. Special instruction is given at selected secondary schools in subjects, Special insu 
Yeading up to an industrial, commercial or agricultural career. These classes cay 

are still in the experimental stage and have not hitherto proved successful, 

They require careful fostering. Special arrangements are being made for 

their supervision by persons who have some special knowledge of these subjects, 

and it is hoped that in this way these classes will receive a fresh impetus. 


Primary Education for Indian Boys. . 


12. ‘The increase in the number of schools and scholars by 11 per cent, Progress and 
and 2°¥ per cent. respectively is undoubtedly a matter for congratulation. Such hindeneeee 
a result could scarcely be looked for in view of the fact that the policy, very inns KS 
properly followed in recent years, has been to demand an increased standard of 
efficiency before putting a school on the aided or stipendiary list. Further 
advance may now be reasonably anticipated, and, if we are able to remove 
eertain hindrances which are at present operating to retard progress, the 
future may be considered to be hopeful, The first of the drawbacks referred 
to is the present system of vernacular instruction with courses which are too 
advanced and too diversified, and with text-books not written in language 
commonly used by the people but in an unfamiliar literary style. Much 

Lestens made in the work of revision, and it is hoped that by the 
close of the current year it will bo completed. Another cause which has 
hadadistinctly depressing effect on primary education has been the abolition 
of the public examinations which were previously held at the close of the 
lower primary and upper primary stages. I have no wish to suggest a 
revival of the examinations as previously held with all their attendant 
evils; but I recognise that. a stimulus which existed has been withdrawn and 
that nothing has been put in its place. Boys when they leave school want 
nome form of certificate that they have passed through a given course. 

I think that it would be desirable te organise a system of leaving certifi- 

ates based on the reports of the school authorities and a private examination ze 
aonducted in the school itself by the inspecting officer. Such a system could * 
very well be arranged as soon as the inspecting stafi is strengthened. t 
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Pupils in the 18, The most correct view of public primary instruction is obtained by 
aineeag f stageof 4 consideration of the number of boys reading in the primary stage, whether 
ee in primary or secondary schools. Inclusive of pupils reading in the primary 

stage in secondary schools the total number of pupils under primary instruction 
was 1,011,290, as against 1,001,324 in the previous year, One boy in every 
4 boys of a school-going age was under primary instruction. 

Behool buildings. 14. Bengal has hitherto had the unenviable reputation of being the most 
backward of all the Provinces in the matter of buildings for primary schools. 
Substantial progress was however made in the year under review, the Local 
Government assigning a sum of Rs. 5,03,598 towards the construction of 
suitable buildings on condition that a reasonable proportion should be 
contributed from local sources. During the current year and in future years 
very little expenditure in this direction will, I anticipate, be possible owing to 
the urgent calls for money in numerous other directions; nor am I personally 
of opinion that further money should be expended in this way. Government 
has set an example in the matter, and I consider that the most advantageous 
procedure to follow in future will be to promise specially favourable grants-in- 
aid where the residents of any locality are prepared to supply the funds 
necessary for building a school-house and to undertake to keep it in repair. 
I propose to work out a scheme on these lines as soon as practicable and to 
submit it for the consideration of Government. 


Training Colleges and Schools for Indian Teachers. 
Training colloges 15. During the year under review His Maj 


Rateddey schools. accorded his approval to a scheme for the trai 


esty’s Secretary of State 
ing of teachers who impart 
instruction through the medium of English. The establishment of training 
colleges for such teachers is one of the prime needs of the Province. 
Many—I might say a large majority—of the present staff of teachers are well 
educated men interested in their work, while many are devoted labourers, 
What is wanted however is that teachers should not only be well educated, 
but also be properly trained before they are allowed to take up the important 
work of secondary education. - 
Training schools 16. Most interesting is the experiment now being made as regards the 
amp training of the lowest grades of teachers of the country, that is to say, the 
primary sehools, : . ; ° ‘ ° 
teachers of the ordinary village schools. The work is a gigantic one, not only 
on account of the large number of teachers who require training—some thirty 
to forty thousand—but also on account of the very poor attainments of the 
men to be trained. Real progress has however been made, and a satisfactory 
scheme for gradually bringing all these teachers under training has been 
evolved. There will be two schools of this kind in each subdivision and 
such schools will be provided with suitable accommodation for the students and 
also for at any rate one member of the staff. 


| Proposed training» 17. As pointed out later when the subject of the education of women is 
fi “so gad female doalt with, everything points to the fact that we have reached a stage where a 
; very considerable expansion of this branch of education is likely to take place. 
In order to meet this we must however have respectable and - properly qualified 
* female teachers and inspecting agents. The prime need therefore, as regards 
on this branch of education at the present time, is the establishment. of training 
colleges for women teachers. It is a subject which is engaging the earnest 
‘ attention of the Education Department and Government. In the meantime a 
decided step in advance has recently been taken in the sending to England of 
two Indian ladies to be trained at an English training college. If the proposed 
colleges for women teachers are established these ladies will be invaluable 

as members of the staff.

| Fae f Commercial Education, which was elaborated in The new 
in aide Boneal Chamber of Commerce and the Bengal National of com 
er of Commerce, was inaugurated at the Presidency College on 
uly 1906, ‘The scheme consists of two parts, the one compris 
urse, every part of which is obligatory, extending over a eric 
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of two years and the other a series of evening lectures on certain subjects, 
‘any one or more of which may be selected at option. It is too early yet 
to judge how far this scheme will prove effective and adequate. The day 
course is the principal one; and, as stated above, it extends over two 
years, The first examination of students under the new scheme for the day 
course will therefore not take place till April 1907. The evening classes have 
ei hitherto not proved a success, and in fact it is doubtful whether in this climate 
B:. such classes can be expected to achieve results such as are obtained in Europe. 
The immediate need in respect of these classes is to remove them from the 
Presidency College, where they are cramped for room, to the business part of 
the city. It is unreasonable to expect business men after a long day’s work 
A travel any considerable distance for the purpose of attending the evening 
classes. 

26. The commercial education provided at the Presidency College aims 
only at turning out men qualified to a good clerks. If the present scheme 
proves a success, it will obviously be necessary to provide before long for a 
superior commercial - education en § as will fit a man to conduct a business on 
his own account. Meantime, the proposal recently made by the Government 
of India to send scholars to Englan for an advanced course of commercial 
education will meet a distinct want in this Province. 












Industry. 


mpore 27. The Government of India have sanctioned the opening of a Weaving 
nat School at.Serampore, and it is hoped that it will be possible to commence 

work in the coming cold weather. -The object of the scheme is, firstly, 
to bring home to the ordinary artisans the latest improvements in 
respect of weaving apparatus, and, after supplying them with the necessary 
instruction, to give them advances of money in order to enable them to 
purchase the necessary ye sean and, secondly, to train up higher class 
students with the object of enabling them to become teachers of improved 
methods in outlying centres or to start businesses of their own in the weaving 


ine. 

Schools. 28. These schools increased during the year from 30 to 41. There isa 
great opening here for development, but no substantial results can be expected 
until a special officer is appointed to have charge of all the technical and 
industrial schools. These schools at secooe languish for want of encourage- 
ment. As indicated aboye, a proposal is now under consideration for the 
appointment of a special officer for the purpose. ~ 


Education of Indian girls in secondary and primary schools, and zanana education. 


¢ Review. 29. AsI stated above in connection with the urgent need for respectable 
page and well qualified women teachers and inspecting agents and the proposal to 

j establish training colleges in order to meet that need, everything points to the 
fact that we are on the eve of a large expansion of education for women and 
girls. The people are willing to welcome such an expansion provided that 
progress proceeds on lines that are not antagonistic to their conservative instincts, 
with which sympathy should be shown, ‘The policy must not be destructively 
radical, but progressively conservative. We can only advance by devising 
measures which are not inconsistent with prescription, to which in the past in- 
sufficient concessions have been made, We must not run amuck against 
tradition, but must tradition with us on the lines of progress. The recent 
history of this branch of education in Egypt throws a vivid light on the question 
as it affects India. There, as the report of His Majesty’s Agent and Consul- 
General for the year 1905 tells us, the reluctance of parents to send their 
daughters to school has already been largely overcome. I quote the following 
passage from the report:— ; 

«Tt is to be observed that the steady output of boys from Secondary Schools igher

31. Last year when reporting on the general condition of European Backward 
i rf condition. 


unsoundness to continue. In reviewing these remarks the Governme 
Bengal stated in its Resolution that the political consequence of such a rie 
of things could not. be regarded with indifference, because, restricted as 
Europeans and Eurasians are in their choice of the means of livelihood, their e. 
educational fitness is a matter i ae importance. J udged by the results of 
the year under review European ucation in the Province, except in the case 
of a few rien schools, cannot be considered to be satisfactory. Of 
the 74 candidates who entered for the High School Examination, 20, or 27 
er cent, only, passed. Of 81 candidates who entered for the Middle School 
xamination 14, or 17°2 per cent. only, were successful. Still more.significant 
rhaps is it that out of 49 boys who, having completed their school education 
were sent U for the Middle School examination before being sent out 
into the world, only 5, or 10°2 per cent,, were able to pass. The Inspector 
of European Schools remarked in his report for 1904-1905 “that a 
certain amount of proficiency was obtained by bey in elementary arithmetic, 
but that, with this exception, the work was poor and slovenly to a 
degree.” His criticism still holds good, The picture presented is, as far 
as the past 18 concerned, indeed gloomy from every point of view. 
Some of the leading schools of the Province are still stru gling under a 
burden of debt which makes 7 progress impossible. hiny are 
working in buildings which are a ittedly quite unsuitable, while all practi- 
cally are striving to accom lish tasks for the performance of which their 
resources are inadequate. nspectors have told us that the work of the schools 
is bad, and employers of labour have testified to the truth of this criticism. 

32, The question therefore to be answered is what is to be done. ‘The Hope for the 
reply seems to me to be that we must have a better scheme of work and better future. 
teachers. Dark as the past has been, Lam thankful to say that the future is 
not without hope. Proposals for revised courses of study, approved by a 
representative conference of school managers, teachers and’ others interested

Education of Special Classes. 


34. There is a wide field awaiting exploration in connection with 
aboriginal and backward races and tribes, and indigent Muhammadans and 
Hindus. These people can only be reached by an extensive development of 

imary education, and this can only be done as a result of considerable expen- 

iture. We have already reached the better classes and the more accessible 
tracts of country, and any step now taken in advance will, for obvious 
reasons, be more costly, At present, if we had the money, the experiment 
would be of doubtful value, for we have not the necessary mperinins staff. 
As soon however as that staff has been strengthened, the time will have 
arrived for a forward move. 

35. The most satisfactory feature of the Pavey working was the marked 
improvement in respect of discipline an¢ conduct in the reformatory schools, 
There is no doubt that this result is due to the policy laid down by Government 
that the boys are to be treated as if they were at school and not as if they 
were in jail. In pursuance of this humane and civilising policy, many 


important reforms are now in process of development. The chief of these 
are :— - 


(1) the project for the removal of the Alipore Reformatory School 
from its present site near the Alipore Jail to a site in the suburbs, 
where there will be no jail associations and where there will be 
plenty of room for play-grounds ; 

(2) the development of the industrial training given at the schools, and

Hostels and Messes for Indian students, 


36. A strong forward movement is being made in regard to the 
Seton of hostel and mess accommodation for students of all classes. Both in 
cutta and in the Mufassal steps have been taken by Government to provide 
students, who do not live with their parents or guardians, with some kind of 
residence under supervision, The project is in an experimental stage at 
ent and it would be rash to pronounce upon it. There is reason 
ever to believe that it will gradually develop into an orderly scheme which 
will be of the greatest benefit to students. The new Calcutta niversity regu- 
lations make residence in either a hostel. or mess under supervision compulsory 
and so set the seal to a scheme which was initiated in anticipation of their enact- 
ment. The next step to be taken will be to inaugurate a scheme of residence for 
school boys who do not reside with their parents or guardians, ‘Vhis will be 
an easier matter, because in the case of such students a large proportion come 
.from the immediate neighbourhood of the schools and hence do not require 
provision to be made for them, In some places what is chiefly required in, 





' is the provision of hostels so as to enable boys from the 

interior of the districts to take advantage of higher education. ‘This they are 
at present unable to do owing to the absenve of the necessary facilities. 
87. The number of hostels increased from 310 to 377, the number of Statisti 
inmates from 9,478 to 11,424 and the expenditure from Rs. 3,24,457 to ; 
Rs. 3,77,403, All this is satisfactory, and it is also satisfactory that the bulk 
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of the money expended, viz. Rs. 3,36,122, came from private sources, * 
The Central Text-Book Committee and the Calcutta School Book Society. ae 
38. The working of the Central Text-Book Committee has recently ‘a 
been adversely criticised, the main objections raised being :— 
(1) that the preliminary examination of text-books which is required 
under standing orders before their submission to the Text-Book 
Committee should not, as heretofore, be conducted in a confiden- 
tial manner, but that the names of the persons consulted should 
be made public, 
(2) that members of the Text-Book Committee should be remunerated ~/ 
for their work, and 
(3) that the exclusion from the Text-Book Committee of persons who 
are authors or who have any interest in the production of text- 
books has the effect of depriving the Committee of the services 
of the very persons whose services would be of real use. 
These questions are now under consideration in connection with a proposal « 


which has been made by certain publishing firms in Calcutta that the School 
Book Society should be abolished on the ground that it interferes with private 
trade, The functions of the School Book Society and the Text-Book 
Committee are interconnected, and the questions raised will be dealt with 
together. 





CHAPTER II. 


CONTROLLING AGENCIES. 


Managing Agencies. 
39, Of the 38,781 institutions for public instruction which were in existence 


during the year under review, 950 were under public, and 37,831 under private, 
management. Of the 37,831 institutions under private management, 30,472 
were aided by Government and 7,359 unaided. The bulk of the primary 
schools of the Province were under private management. Thus, of a total 
number of 36,533 primary schools, as many as 35,961 were under such manage- 
ment, 29,193 of these being aided by Government and 6,768 unaided. The 
pro srtions were very similar in regard to secondary schools. ‘The total number 
of such schools was 1,534. Of these 1,314 were under private management, 
987 being aided by Government and 327 unaided, Again, as regards colleges, 
although in this case the proportion under public management was greater, 
more were under private, than were under public, management. Thus, of 49 
colleges, 18 were under public, and $1 under private, management; while no 
less than 26 of the colleges privately managed were unaided. It is only as

schools, as against 26 which were under private management.

At the © 
nt time it is only by excessive strain upon the Director and Assistant — 
irector that the work is done at all, and I am fully conscious that even 
in this way it is not done as it should be. To take one branch of the duties 
of the Director as an example, the Director has only been able to absent 
- himself from Calcutta on inspection duty, since the date of the appointment of 
an Assistant Director, for, on an average, 41 days a yoar. This is, I consider, 
~ quite insufficient; but the explanation lies in the fact that the work-to be done 
by him is excessive. 





The Reorganisation Scheme. 


41. The sanction of His Majesty’s Secretary of State was received durin 
the year under review to the scheme of reorganisation of the Provincia 
and Subordinate Educational Services, and for the creation of a Lower Subor- 
dinate Educational Service to include the large majority of the ungraded 
educational appointments. The lowest ag in the Provincial Educational 
Service has been raised from Rs. 150 to Rs. 200, the number of appointments 
in the higher es has been inereased, and a now grade on Rs. 350 has been 
created. In the Subordinate Educational Service 163 appointments have been 
added, 163 ungraded men being included in that service. Lastly, a Lower 
Subordinate Educational Service has been created with five grades, carrying 
incremental salaries, for men who hitherto have been on fixed salaries sae 
any graded service. The cost of the scheme, as regards this Province, comes 
to Re 1,41,147 a year. The scheme, which will take effect from the 10th 
September 1905, will shortly be promulgated by Government. The distribu- 
tion of the staff between Eastern Bengal and Assam and this Province, and 
the consequent necessity of making references to the former Government, has 
been the cause of the delay in the publication of the project. 


Increase of the inspecting agency. 


42, The Indian and Provincial Educational Services are at the present 
time undermanned and unable to cope satisfactorily with the work to be done. 
The pay and prospects of the men in the Provincial Educational Service have 
been improved by the reorganisation scheme. above referred to, but the 
number of appointments in that service has not been enhanced. The numerous 
educational reforms which have been initiated in recent years have entailed 

n these services a large amount of additional work; but the additional 
appointments made to the servives in question have not been by any means 
commensurate with the increased responsibilities involved. A scheme for 
increasing the inspecting agency has recently been sanctioned by His Majesty’s 
Secretary of State, and, when it is brought into operation, a much nadded wehet 
will be afforded in one branch of work. The scheme provides, subject to the 
~ allotment of the necessary funds by the Local Government, for the appointment 
of 9 Inspectors, 14 Assistant Inspectors, 50 Deputy Inspectors, 160 Sub- 
Inspectors, and 100 Assistant Sub-Inspectors, of Schools, Inasmuch however 
asthe scheme was proposed with reference to the needs of Bengal prior to 
the Partition, the Government of Eastern Bengal and Assam is entitled to a 
share of these appointments, which may roughly be taken at one-third. The 
cost of the scheme, as regards this Province, is Ks, 4,00,750 a year. 

Inadequacy of the professorial staff. 

43. ‘The question of the adequacy of the professorial staff has still to 
be considered. The Commission appointed by University of Calcutta to 
— Calcutta and mufassal colleges has recently reported that the professorial 
- staff is decidedly undermanned, — The Commission has thus expressed itself 

at page 22 of its Report on Mufassal Collegess— 
: “Tt follows that if we are convinced of the expediency of changing the type of 
education given we m phe, Mes re tho teaching staff. For the adequate na 
out of the new type of instruction the staff needs almost everywhere to be incr

The Commission then goes on to recommend that for the present a 
proportion of 1 to 15 between the staff and students should be regarded as 
the lowest proportion of teachers that is compatible with efficieney.

The transfer of Sub-Inspectors of Schools from the control of the 
District Boards and Municipalities. 


44. During the year under review Sub-Inspectors of Schools in the 
employ of District Boards and Municipalities were transferred to the 
ment. Great difficulties were experienced as regards the transfer and promo- 
tion of Sub-Inspectors of Schools as long as their nent rested with the 
local authorities. oe ee — a under the old 
system* between the pay and the prospects epartmental and non-depart- 
mental Sub-I ae Further, it was felt that the seapomeibility aie 
1, pitted schools should, as in other Provinces, rest with the Department 
and not with the local authorities which were charged with the duties of 
maintaining and aiding schools. The prospects of the Sub-Inspectors have 
been materially improved by the change. 


Female Inspecting Agency. 


45. In a recent report to Government I pointed out the very rapid 
increase in the number of girls’ schools, and that, owing to the inadequacy of 
the inspecting agency, many schools and much zanana teaching work went 
altogether uninspected. I stated that in my opinion at ee thirteen 
additional Assistant Inspectresses were required; but that 1 was constrained, 
owing to lack of funds, to limit my application to the immediate appointment of 
three such officers. I also shewed the necessity of appointing an additional 
Ins of Schools and foreshadowed the probable need, before many years 
had elapsed, for an Inspectress of Schools in each Division in which there is 
an Inspector of Schools, Government has since sanctioned the appointment 
of the three additional Assistant Inspectresses, while the question of appoint- 
ing an additional Inspectress is under consideration. I have in the chapter 
‘on the Education of Indian Girls commented on the pressing need of more 
well-qualified female inspecting ts, and, as soon as funds are available, 
I shall submit a further representation to Government on the subject. 


Functions of District Officers and their Assistants. 


46, Important circulars were issued during the year under review both to 
educational and executive officers inviting their attention to the instructions 
which had been issued from time to time by the Government of India and 
the Local Government concerning the duties of executive officers in regard to 
educational work and reminding them of the necessity for mutual co-operation 
in all branches of education, and specially in the matter of primary and 
secondary education. These instructions were in certain quarters regarded as 
likely to cause undue interference by executive officers in educational matters.

District Board and Municipal Management. 


47. It has been generally reported that District Boards and Municipal 
Committees have worked harmoniously with educational officers during the year 
under review. There was a larger expenditure on education from both District 
and Municipal funds—in the case of the former the increase has been from 
Rs, 11,50,315 to Rs. 11,77,325, or by 2°35 per cent., and in that of the latter 
from Rs. 1,01,831 to Rs. 1,05,520, or by 3°6 percent, In nota few cases, 
however, it is reported that Municipal Committees failed to expend the 
prescribed gina of their income, viz., 3°2 per cent., on primary 
education. The necessary explanations are being called for. 


Inspection Work. 


48. The late Director was only able to spend 35 days on tour during the 
under review. This was ogee owing to the fact that he 
was much detained in Calcutta oy J the cold weather in connection with the 
_ framing of the new regulations of the Calcutta University. I spent 17 days 
on tour after joining the office of Director towards the end of the year and 
before taking over formal charge on the 3lst March 1906, The work of 
inspecting officers of all grades was generally very satisfactory. Explanations 
are oem | called for from certain Sub-Inspectors who failed to conform to 
the standing orders as regards the amount of touring required of them, and 
due notice will be taken in cases in which the explanations submitted are 
unsatisfactory.

The Caleutta University. 


_. 49. The University was unable to finish its work in connection 
with the new regulations under the Universities Act, 1904, before the close 
of the year under review. The completion of the work was therefore assi 
toa special committee be pear by the Government of Indie. The new 
regulations were approved by that Government on the 11th August 1906. 

50. Avery important event of the year as collegiate education 
was the systematic inspection of colleges by a mmission appointed by 
the Senate of the University. The report submitted by the fomdamien 
has brought to light numerous defects in the administration of colleges, and in

51. During the year under review a grant of Rs. 30,000 was made by 
the Government of India to the University for the purpose of improvements to 
privately managed Colleges. In making the grant the Government of India 
observed that it was important that adequate arrangements should be made 
for the residence of students who do not lodge with their parents, guardians 
or relations and for the supervision of resident ents. Mention was

52, The total number of Arts colleges during the year under review ™ 
was 34. ‘Tho Doveton College has submitted no returns and apparently has 
no collegiate classes at present. Of the 84 colleges, 10 were under public, 
and 24 under private, management, Of the 10 colleges under public manage- 
ment, 8 were Government colleges and 2 were managed by local authorities. 
Ofthe 24 colleges under private management, 6 were aided and 18 unaided. 
Of the 34 colleges, as many as 17 are in Calcutta, 4 being Government, 4 
aided, and 9 unaided, colleges. 
583. There has been but little change as regards expenditure. Of the Expendit 
total expenditure of Rs. 7,65,695, Rs. 2,77,480 were derived from publie, 
and Rs. 4,88,215 from private, funds, i.c., 36 and 64 per cent., respectively. 
The large proportion of the cost of higher education paid from private 
sources is very noteworthy. é‘ :

. 65. The total attendance at colleges has declined from 6,400 to 5,675, General 
The decline occurred chiefly at aided and unaided colleges.

The first question to be decided in each case will be how man 
students each college is, or should be made to be, able to accommodate wi 
advantage, and then what staff is required in order to give that number 
effective teaching. : : 
69. Closely connected with the working of the Presidency College is the 
question of the Principalship, This is what the Commission referred to 
above says on the subject:— 
“The Principal’s position is most unsatisfactory, if he may be regarded as the head of 
a learned weary Te as invested with the control and management of the largest and 
most advanced y of students in the Presidency. He is over-burdened with routin 
work of a multifarious description, which leaves him little leisure for the consideration 
questions truly educational and the adequate discharge of his responsibility for the intelleo- 
tual and moral welfare of seven or eight hundred students. 

This is at once evident if the position and duties of the Principal of the Presidenoy 
College are compared with those of the head of an educational institution on the same scale 
and of tho same character out of India. Until this anomaly is altered, it is idle to look for 
areally satisfactory carrying on of the Presidency oe as an educational institution. 
To effect a change for the better the Principal must be ieved, wholly or in part, of his 
grave financial responsibilities and of the bulk of, that routine office work which consists 
of signing his name and checking items of expenditure. However great ma be the depart- 
mental convenience of the present arrangement, it is fatal to real educatio: efficiency, and 
the Presidency College is first and foremost an educationat institution. A oe (fully 
responsible) officer is needed for the purely business work of the College. The Princi 
of the Presidency College is also at oom quite unaccountably, President of a 
formatory. ‘The connection between ‘thi responsibility andthe management of a great 
college is difficult to understand. ‘In all these respects the position of the Principal of the 
Presidency College contrasts unfavourably with the position of the Principal of every othor 
college affiliated to the University.” 


In my opinion not only should the views of the Commission be ado 
ted—and their views are receiving my attention—but the Principal of ‘this 
college should be given an allowance over and above his ordinary pay. We 
“want one of the best men in the service for this post, but at present we palise 
him (1) by giving him exceptional responsibilities and (2) by making him live 
in the most expensive place in Bengal. This aspect of the question will also 
receive my consideration when I submit proposals as rega' increasing the 
professorial staff,

Laboratories and Accommodation for Scientific Departments. 


64. Mr.-Cunningham, Professor of Chemistry, Presidenc Droste 
strongly urges the claims of his department: to seal Bliccn, Fey te Galoge 
special stress on the want of accommodation, the interruption of lectures 
caused by the noise from the surrounding streets and’ bazaar, the dirty state 
of the chemical laboratory owing to'the dust and dirt of the neighbourhood 
the inadequacy of the funds supplied for carrying on the work of the labora-. 
tory, and the insufficient pay of tho menial staff. He also reports that 
important groups of magnetic and electrical measurements cannot be made 
within an area surrounded by electric trams, and that therefore the use of 
such instruments cannot be taught to students. The want of accommodation 
for the Science Departments of this college has been amply demonstrated by 
the Commission which recently inspected colleges. As indicated above, 
i are under consideration either for largely extending this college 
on oh rege site or removing it to another site in the neighbourhood 
of Calcutta. The urgency of this matter will be at once apparent 
when it is remembered that the Intermediate examination in Science 
will ‘be ‘held for the first time in accordance with the new regulations in 
1909. The regulations include an insistence that all students presenting 
themselves for this examination shall produce a certificate stating that they 
shave completed a course of practical work in each science. The teaching 
for this examination will begin in July 1907. The first batch of students 
ewill have to be satisfied with beginning their practical work in July 
1908; but in subsequent years it will be necessary to get through some 
of their laboratory work: in their first year. Thus, entirely new practical 
classes will have to be provided for in addition to a much more thorough 
training during subsequent years in remodelled or newly constructed 
laboratories. he other questions raised by Professor Cunningham 
are, I'hope, capable of easy solution: they are receiving my attention. 
Professor Cunningham also makes serious complaint as aunts the delay 
“eaused by the present system of indenting for apparatus for the laboratory. 
In this connection 1 may mention that the Gopiustenton has pointed out how 
‘seriously Government colleges are handicapped in this respect as compared | 
with private colleges. I have discussed this matter in the chapter on ‘ Profes- 
sional and Technical Education,” and stated that I would make a representa- 
tion on the subject to Government. *

that, owing to the increase in the amount of the Provincial for education, p 
the values of tho scholarships could be raised to their former amounts, and also — 
that the number of the scholarships could be increased without infringing the 
rescribed limit of expenditure. A scheme submitted to that effect by the 
Director was therefore approved, subject to the allotment of the necessary 
funds. Hitherto it has been found impracticable to give effect to the pro- 
posal owing to numerous calls upon available funds. | I am however 
now referring the matter to Government, and at the same time am suggesting 
that a reference on the subject should be made to the Government of Eastern 
Bengal and Assam, so that both the Provinces may take similar action in the 
‘matter. I am of opinion that there is urgent need that the scheme provi- 
sionally sanctioned in the year 1904 should be given effect to as soon as 
ssible. The new regulations of the University make greater demands upon 
students than those previously in force, and I consider it essential that poor 
acholars should have the fullest measure of consideration meted out to them.

a r 68. The Principal of the Sanskrit College is charged with the duty of 
supervising the examination of candidates sent up, on the recommendation of 
certain recognised Associations, from institutions for advanced Sanskrit learn- 
ing which conform to approved methods of teaching. These examinations 
lead up to the Title Examination referred to in the last paragraph. A 
question has recently been raised whether representative persons should 
not be associated with the Principal of the Sanskrit College in the superin- 
tendence of the several Sanskrit examinations. This matter is now under 
consideration. t ;

SECONDARY EDUCATION FOR INDIAN BOYS. 


70. As stated in the Fourth Quinquennial Review, the secondary stage of 
_general education extends from the en of the primary stage, that is to say, 
the upper primary stage, to the end of the school course. In this, Province 
it is a simple prolongation of the ape fl stage, and the pupil proceeds to
